Buttrick) on Kirk's desk, and forward to TNG 
as well. Plus a sense of closure, as the Enter- 
prise's final, really final voyage. 

Overall Score: 35/60. A high note to go 
out on. 

Star Trek: Generations 

Vital Stats: Released 1994; Director: 
David Carson. 

Historical Matrix: With the end of highly 
successful TNG series, it was natural that a 
feature film would follow. It was thought 
that the inclusion of Kirk would lend excite- 
ment and fan interest, and gradually the 
movie morphed to more of a Kirk story than 
a TNG story. 

SFX: 8/10. Very good, especially the 
"space ribbon" of the Nexus. The crash of the 
Enterprise has, shall we say, visceral impact. 

Characters: 5/10. Only a few parts are 
allowed to shine out of an ensemble show: 
Picard, Data, and to a limited extent La 
Forge. Kirk is Kirk, but without Spock and 
McCoy for balance. 

Drama: 5/10. There's a real sense of loss in 
the early scenes, where Kirk goes to a heroic 
(first) death, and then interesting scenes of 
bereavement (Picard) and fear (Data). But Dr. 
Soran (Malcolm McDowell) doesn't develop 
enough, and Picard too easily convinces Kirk 
to leave Paradise. The second fight on the 
catwalks seems anti-climactic, despite Shat- 
ner's death scene. 

Humor: 4/10. When Brent Spiner (Data) is 
discovering the emotion of humor, it's not 
boring. But the jokes seem oddly out of step. 
No Voyage Home, this. 

Sense of Wonder: 5/10. An awe deficit, 
despite the breathtaking space ribbon, and 
you can't beat blowing up solar systems, or 
crashing a spaceship for excitement. 

Continuity: 5/10. We have the NCC-1701- 
B, and Kirk handing over the reins to the new 
movie cast. But save for Data's emotion chip, 
and Picard's family loss, there aren't many 
new developments, or old references. 

Overall Score: 32/60. This lacks because it 
centers around the Death of Kirk rather than 
the TNG cast. Not the dud that TMP was, or 
an uneven Frontier, but compare it with the 
heights that this cast and these creators have 
hit in their syndicated series! 

And now these seven are about to be 
joined by another, for Star Trek: First Con- 
tact will be out shortly, the eighth install- 
ment in this series. It will be the first with- 
out any of the original cast along for the 
ride. How it will fare when compared to 
those released to date? The signs look good 
for another enjoyable entry. Star Trek is a 
franchise as good as the creators chosen by 
Paramount make it — and past experience 
suggests they will, on the whole, continue 
to choose well.n
